little good can co«a from continuing the talks at Geneva ttuch 
longer I wa& would propose that we aim at bringing then to 
a conclusion about the middle of nest week. In any event Cteia- 
will have to leave about then to prepare for the meetl*® of 
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the Foreign Ministers of ths Organisation of snsrlcnn States which 
convenes at Santiago, Chile, on August 12 to consider the explosive 
situation In ths Caribbean. 

Ths problsa than is what next? Tha soever ssews to aa to 
depend on whether or not Gronyko will accept our position of June 16 
on our rights in Berlin with provision for a reasonable aorstorlua 
period of at leest two and one-half years. If he does so 9 t nam would 
agree that the mlnlaal reoulrsa ent for progress had been net and 
that tha way would be open for the foreign Ministers to ogres on 
arrangements for a guwalt. Indeed, they could even pass the final 
decision on the length of the aorstorlua to the Hisds of Oovsrnaeat* 

Unfortunately, ay lnterpretstlontf what has happened so fir at 
Gsneva is thst tbsrs hss been no agreaasnt by Gronyko on our rights 
formula but only a certain clarification of positions and a 
shsrpsnlng of the issues. This visw I any say is fully shsrsd by 
Chris, and he Informs no that he has wads this vsry elssr to fslwyn. 
Ihsrefore, bsrrlng s laet-alnute shift by Qronyfco, which X do not 
entirely exclude, we srs fscsd with an awkward situation whsrs our 
nlninun hope for progress hss not bssn net* To go inmadlatsly to 
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a Summit under these conditions would run the grave risk of 
spectacular failure or unthinkable capitulation. 

It was with thla in Bind that X have been imSSSSaSSaffvtih 
Khrushchev about a vlalt to the United States. It seems to me that 
this would be a logical nest step* A ten day tour by luurushcheve 
through the United States might be most helpful in giving bin a 
better picture of our etrength and of our way of life* and would 
certainly take the crisis edge off the Ber&n situation* If* as I 
expect would be the ease, x were to follow this up with a much 
briefer visit to Moscow, the stags night be set for further progress 
at the foreign Ministers' level which could then lead to a Sumwlt,

I realise of course that there is e chance that Gromyktf'imsy * 
suddenly give us what we want at Geneva. I had hoped that my '-? 
exchangee witwhrushchev would lead to Just this result* He must £ 
realise that his reception here would be far better if there had 

been at leaat a minimum of progress st Geneva. If we do have this

helpful development , I would still think it desirable to adhere to 
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my proposal to hold the Summit meeting in November preferably in ^ 
Quebec. This would enable me to talk with Khrushchev in the meantime 
and to do whatever I can to aasure that his attitude during a Summit 
meeting is based on m msviimmi understanding of our Western attitudes • 
power 9 and resources. I don't want to overestimate the value of 
my conversations with and the impact on him of an exposure to the 
people and facta of life in this country. Nevertheless , I cannot 
help but believe that the effect might be considerable and it might 
promote the very result at the Summit which you and Z are so eager 
to achieve* Ihia would be in line with your thinking* as Z remember 
s yfc- :-.v>..,.', "■.■•'•■..

However, if we should g«t an unsxpsccsdly favorable reaction \ ; 
from Gromykmin the next few days, and if you feel that it is 
important to you to get the Summit over with before September 10th, 
I will of course Instruct Chris to join Selwyn in trying to work 
out such arrangements st Geneva, As you remember, one of the tasks 
assigned the Foreign Ministers was to arrange the date and place for 
a Summit Meeting once th*v had made adequate progress on substantive 
issues. I think we must st^ck Co this arrangement and not fees 
either our friends or KhrushchV^with a sudden "invitation" from me, 

Apart from the substantive considerations, there remains the 
risk of leakage. I would hope that this matte matter could be held 
most securely for a few days to permit determination of the Russian 
attitude at Geneva. END QUOTE. 
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
